fiosTON, March 8.— One of the notable 

institutions of tbe United States has dis- 
appearuil. Ben Butler's drooping eyelid, 
so familiar to t)\e present generation and 
part of the past, is no more. A hin%.;t iiii 
nas lii't-n at work on his famous lefi ocu- 
lar, and the result is he will be able to 
see as well as the man with the beat eye 
in the world. 

The cutting wjis done with surgeona' 
scissors and not with a knife. The sur- 
geon C4iuglit up i)etween his thumb and 
forelinger a fold of tle.sh midway between 
the eye-lash and the eve-brow, and 
clipped it off with the scissors. A big 
hole was consequently left in the lid, for 
the piece of fieah taken away waa about 
one and a half inchea long and one inch 
wide. 

Having cut away the fold, the sur 
geon then brougnt the bleeding 
edges t>gether aiid secureil them with 
half a dozen Htitch*>s. The ed'ect is ob- 
vious. The lower portion of the lid was 
drawn upward, where the o\ erliaiiging 
fold used to ))»■. thus exposing the eye- 
ball to the light. Uf course, the oi)erii- 
tion w.'is Mn|ik'a>ant to the general, but 
the whole thing w;us over in lifteeii 
minutes. ;inil (Jen. Butler had a band- 
aged left eve. but one that he would be 
able to see out of in a few days. The 
wound healed rapidly. 

Tho o|)eration wa-s j>erfoi tned Monday, 
and on xhursday some of the stitches 
were removed. On Friday the surgeon 
took out the remnants of the suture, 
and the two edges of the woimd were 
imited. On the following Monday the 
lid felt so comf<»tabla that the general 
wished to go out end attend to business, 
but the weather was not propitious and. 
by his doctor's advice, he deuided to re- 
main at home until Thursdav, Feb. 27. 

As soon as the news of the operation 
was noised ;i broad, the general tn'gan to 
hear from his frienils and others, U)o. 
In twen y-four hours his mail w;us filled 
with strange lett 'rs. Many of them 
were expressions of sympathy and con- 
gratula ion from friends, but the greater 
par wa compieed of circulars setting 
forth t e ment of itiiack medicines and 
of va i.ible atlvice from si lf-i onstituti'd 
oculists in various parts of Massachu- 
setts. The general's right eye, too, has 
been developing of late years a drooping 
lid on a miniature scale. It is now 
veiled more than the left eye ia, and it 
will probably be made tbe ob ;ect of an- 
other oj>erati(>n in the near future.

Kincaid, corresiK)ndont of The IxMiinville 
Times, shot Uepri'sentative Taull)ee, of 
Kentucky, through the head shortly Ixv 
fore 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Taul- 
bee had puUsd Kincaid s nose on ac- 
coimt of a pangn4>h published in The 
Times. It is reported that Mr. Taulbee 
miiy die. The sliooting ucciUTsd Bt Che 
west lloor t)f the capitol. 

It was W. I', 'l aull ee, who represent- 
ed a Keat. cky disiriet in the house dur- 
ing thel oris -ninth and l iftietli Congress, 
wiio was the victim. The house was 
engaged in its delilK-rations when Kin- 
caids pistol shot reverberated through 
the corridors of the capitol. 

The hour was about 1 :40. A minute 
later the house was almost emi)ty and a 
great crowd of excited empLiyes and 
others was hurrying through the cor- 
ridors towards the scene of the shooting. 
Taulbee was shot while coming down 
one o< the stairwars that lead to the 
basement of the nonse wing of the cap- 
itol. He wafi accompanied oy ex-Door- 
kee}>er Sam. Donaldson. Kincaid came 
down the s e|>s behind the pair and in a 
hurried maimer touched Taulbee on the 

shouldiT. 

The c; -congressman whoeled sharply 
around. aM'l ivim aid, raising his weaixjn, 
one of small l aliber, |)ulle>l the trigger, 
'r.iull.ee tell back against the wall, the 
birod .-.treaiii D-C from a wuiiml directly 
b.'ldw hi-, lett eye. Taulbee ilid not ap- 
ju ar to be liadlv injured. lie walked in 
an iiiicei tain m inner down the steps, 
and then was assisted to the janitor's 
I'ttice. A gre.it poijl of blood marked 
the spot in the threshhold of the door- 
way to this room, where Taulbee had 
halted for a moment. 

The room was too small to allow 

e roper attention to be administered to 
im, and he was taken to the room of 
the committee on public buildinin and 
grounds just arotma the corner n the 
corridor, where medloel attendance waa 
given by Re|>resen*'ative Todor, of Ohio, 
who is a phvsician, and Dr. Clarence 
Adams, of tills city. 

Kincaid, uieanwhile, had not endeav- 
ored to get away. He leaned against 
the wall of the stiiircase utterly weaked, 
and la er w .Uked i(uielly away with the 
cajtitol j olioiiiiian who arrested him. 

'•I'm tile man that ditl it," he said to 
the polic inan in an aimless manner. He 
was Utkeii to the capitol guard room and 
later to a |<ulire station. 

A Unite.l I'ress rejx)rter spoke to Kin- 
caid as he was being led from the court 
room to the cab that conveyed him to 
the station. He seemed utterly helples.s, 
aud in answer to an inquiry if he had 
anything to say, replied: "Not now; I'm 
too weak. I've just been through an at- 
taclv of typhoid." Here he hal ed and 
cried, "Catch me; 1 feel faint, ' He act- 
ed like a man who had lost control of his 
nerves. Taulbee was taken to his board- 
ing house on Capitol Hill, about an hour 
after the shooting. Dr. Adams said 
that he could not tell how serious the 
wound was, but he thought that Taul- 
bee would recover.

Since tlu' pii libra I ion of that story a year 
ago. Kincaid and Taulbt'*' had not met 
until a siiort lime after n<«n \ ('.-^lerilay, 
when Taulbee accosted Kincaid near the 
front lobby il(K)r of the house, called him 
a liar .and pulL'<l his nose. Kincaid, who 
is just re overing from an attack of ty- 
phoid fever, told Taulbee that he was 
unable to cope with him physically and 
that he was unarmed. Taulbee then 
went away. Later Kincaid armed him- 
self and hunted Taulbee up. 

Later a reporter of The United Press 
saw Kincaid m his cell and had a brief 
conversation with him. Kincaid said 
that Taulbee had been hoimding him 
i<x a long time and threatening his life. 
He had been told by a great many news- 
paper corn^pondents that Taulbee had 
said that he was "not flt to live," that 
he was a coward, and that he would 
better keep ;in eye on him (Taulbee). 

"When he came up to me this morn- 
ing," said Kincaid, "he insulted me and 
said that I wa-^ a coward, and that 1 
would not resent his insults. I told him 
to leave me alone or he would liiid out 
what I would do. l^ater he insulted me 
and I shot him."

T)ie a' ti lottery members of tha 
house are al-^<> I x'^timng themselves, and 
fifteen have already signed a pledge to 
vote against the bill, and they claim nine 
more— this will leave only thirty-eight 
votes for the biU, and forty-two are 
cessary.
